Unfortunately, when 
exaggerated, a temporary rise of 10 per 
oenu is foUowed (as the result of nat- 
ural reaction, and from tho effe.

In answer to further inquiries the ad- 
miral said thattherewas nodifferences 
of opinion among the members of the 
commission, except possibly on the 
question of cost, and that difference 
might be adjusted so that the report 
would be unanimous on all points. 
Owing to the illness of Mr. Haines dur- 
ing the last ten days practically noth- 
ing had been done, but now that the 
commission was together again a 
conclusion on this and other points 
might be expected soon.
